UNITED NATIONS IN 
EPIC CONFERENCE 


PLANS LAID FOR DE- 
STROYING GERMAN ARMY 
FROM THREE SIDES

“No power on earth can prevent 
our destroying the German armies 
by land, their U-boats by sea and 
their w ar plants from the air,’’ the 
heads of the United States, R us­ 
sia and Great Britain said in an 
announcem ent of their 
historic 
four-dav conference ended Dec. I 
in the Persian capital of Teheran, 
“our attacks will be relentless and 
Increasing.’’ 
The final victory strategy fixed 
"the scope and timing of opera­ 
tions” for an American-British in­ 
vasion of western Europe and for 
a secondary assault from the south 
either through Italy, the Balkans 
of the south of France.

Enduring Peace. 
The leaders expressed confidence 
In “an enduring peace” in which 
ail nations would be invited to join 
“a world family of democratic na­ 
tions” based on 
the

principles of the Atlantic Charter. 
Iran

was assured inde­ 
pendence, setting at rest any be­ 
lief that Russian troops occupying 
the northern half of the nation 
would remain there after the war. 
There was no appeal to the Ger­ 
m an masses to overthrow Hitler as 
the German radio had been fore­ 
casting frantically for days.

AMERICAN FIFTH BY­ 
PASSES NAZI STRONG.

British Warships Aid. 
British warships, steaming bold­

The British destroyers bom bard­ 
ed the coastal road between Pes­ 
cara and Giulianova, sent shells 
screaming into the coastal towns of 
Ancona and Pan Benedetto, and 
sank three enemy coastal craft and 
a merchant vessel.

Count Ciano Is 
Reported Shot 
By Firing Squad 


LONDON, 
Dec. 
d.—i/P )—Count 
Galeaazo Ciano. the 40 year old 
son in law of Benito Mussolini, was 
executed this morning—shot in the 
back by a firing squad—according 
to 
unconfirmed 
report* reaching 
here from the Swiss border. 
This latest Ironic twist to the 
Italian upheaval was reported both 
by Reuters and the Swiss telegraph 
agency which said the former Ital­ 
ian foreign minister, whose meteo­ 
ric career was upset when he had 
a falling-out with 
his 
father-in- 
law, had been sentenced to death 
by a special court of Mussolini's 
republican fascist government sit­ 
ting in Northern 
Italy 
to try 
"traitors.” 
The life of the 40-year-old count 
was a story-book tale of a rise to 
right-hand man to Mussolini in the 
hey-day of fascism, of great popu­ 
larity, 
prestige and 
wealth, 
and 
then, when the regime was totter­ 
ing, a break with his father-in- 
law. 
By last Octiber, Mussolini’s for­ 
mer affection for his esteemed con- 
in-law had changed until "his only 
feeling for him is shere 
hate,’’ 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio reported 
For Ciano, at the last and fate­ 
ful meeting of the fascist grand 
council on the night of last July 
24 was one of 19 members who vot­ 
ed in favor of Mussolini'* resigna­ 
tion. 
Five voted for the duce. 
There was another reason for Cl­ 
an o’s fall from grace—German an­ 
tipathy for him. 
At the time of his dismissal as 
foreign Minister and appointment 
as ambassador to the Vatican last 
February it was widely reported 
that the nazis, particularly Hitler 
and Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Rlbbentrop, disliked and distrust­ 
ed him. 
Diplomatic gossip had it that in 
1939 Hitler called Ciano to Salz­ 
burg and told him the German ar­ 
my would march into Poland and 
he believed the war could be con­ 
fined to the east. 
Ciano, speaking 
for Mussolini, warned Hitler tho 
war could not be localized, that he 
"couldn’t get away with” another 
aggression. 
"You Ass,” Hitler was reported 
to have stormed. 
Thereupon Ci­ 
ano delivered Mussolini’s message 
that Italy would not come into 
the war immediately, because she 
was not prepared. 
Hitler 
never 
forgot—or forgave.

MANY TO FILE ESTIMATES OF 
INCOME; PAYMENTS ALSO DUE

Are you all straight with Uncle 
Sam on your income taxes for this 
year? 
A great many people are 
not and must file tax declaration 
or Amended Declarations Decem­ 
ber 15. 
Better be sure about your­ 
self. 
Here is the situation. 
The Current Tax Payment Act 
of 1943, approved June 
9, 
1943, 
made no change in the tax rates 
imposed by the Revenue Act of 
1942, but changed the manner of 
reporting and paying such taxes. 
Certain classes of taxpayers were 
required to file with their respec­ 
tive Collectors of Ipternal Revenue 
a statement reporting wnat they 
estimated their 1943 income 
tax 
would be. 
The forma were called 
"Declaration of Estimated Income 
and Victory Tax by Individuals for 
Calendar year 1943.” 
Many thou­ 
sands of such forms were 
filed 
during the filing period ended Sep­ 
tember 15, 1943, by persons due to 
file at that time. 
Another requirement is that cer­ 
tain other classes 
of 
taxpayers 
shall file the "Declaration” forms 
on or before December 15. 1943. Are 
you among those now required to 
file such “Declarations?” General­ 
ly, there are three principal groups 
cf individuals coming under the 
December 15 filing requirement.

January I and June 30, 1943 and 
Withholding tax withheld by your 
employer after July I, 1943. 
It is emphasized that any pay­ 
ment remaining due on your Sep­ 
tember Declaration or as shown on 
your December 15 declaration eith­ 
er amended or original should be 
paid on or before December 15 to 
avoid penalties for failure to pay 
the amount estimated to be due. 
Don’t run the risk of severe pen­ 
alties by overlooking this matter. 
If you are in doubt as to whether
